Walter Buckel, publisher of The 
Lamesa Press-Reporter, says he 
hopes that the people up in New 
Jersey, Florida, New York and 
Oregon have long, long memories. 
He quotes a copyright story in the 
Dallas Morning News where John 
Hill, the Federal Energy Office 
official in charge of the proposed 
national gasoline rationing plan, 
says he was going to take gasoline 
away from Texas motorists. 
Hill was quoted as saying that 
further gasoline shortages in Texas 
will be ordered by the government in 
order to “make sure that everyone 
suffers the same.” 
Hill said in Dallas that those areas 
in the nation which now have more 
gas than others will lose some. 
The official said gasoline will be 
taken away from Texas and other 
states this month to send to areas 
that have lesser supplies. 
Hill told the people in Dallas that 
the gasoline would be going to states 
like New Jersey, Florida, Oregon 
and Hawaii. 
Texas now has 88.6 percent of the 
gasoline available in 1972. Hill said 
this will be reduced to the 83.3 
nationwide average within the next 
30 days. 
Buckel says, “That’s fine and 
good. People should share with one 
another. . . it’s been an American 
custom since the founding of this 
country. 
“Oil and gas are considered 
natural resources of this country 
and we suppose should be shared by 
one and all on an equal basis. That’s 
fair enough! 
“But,” Buckel says, “water is also 
a natural resource of this country. . 
.and we hope in the years ahead that 
if Texas’ share of the nation’s supply 
of water drops below an 83.3 percent 
nationwide average, W ashington 
officials will rush to the forefront 
and see that the water is shared 
equally among all the states.” 
Buckel said, “We simply have the 
utmost faith that Senators Prox- 
mire, Kennedy, Fullbright and all 
those other fair-minded boys in 
Washington will rush to our aid in 
our times of water need.” 
“Can’t you just see it—but don’t 
try holding your breath,” he added. 
“It’d be more sensible to start 
practicing doing without water.”

Walter Buckel, publisher of The 
Lamesa Press-Reporter, says he 
hopes that the people up in New 
Jersey, Florida, New York and 
Oregon have long, long memories. 
He quotes a copyright story in the 
Dallas Morning News where John 
Hill, the Federal Energy Office 
official in charge of the proposed 
national gasoline rationing plan, 
says he was going to take gasoline 
away from Texas motorists. 
Hill was quoted as saying that 
further gasoline shortages in Texas 
will be ordered by the government in 
order to “make sure that everyone 
suffers the same.” 
Hill said in Dallas that those areas 
in the nation which now have more 
gas than others will lose some. 
The official said gasoline will be 
taken away from Texas and other 
states this month to send to areas 
that have lesser supplies. 
Hill told the people in Dallas that 
the gasoline would be going to states 
like New Jersey, Florida, Oregon 
and Hawaii. 
Texas now has 88.6 percent of the 
gasoline available in 1972. Hill said 
this will be reduced to the 83.3 
nationwide average within the next 
30 days. 
Buckel says, “That’s fine and 
good. People should share with one 
another. . . it’s been an American 
custom since the founding of this 
country. 
“Oil and gas 
are 
considered 
natural resources of this country 
and we suppose should be shared by 
one and all on an equal basis. That’s 
fair enough! 
“But,” Buckel says, “water is also 
a natural resource of this country. . 
.and we hope in the years ahead that 
if Texas’ share of the nation’s supply 
of water drops below an 83.3 percent 
nationwide average, Washington 
officials will rush to the forefront 
and see that the water is shared 
equally among all the states.” 
Buckel said, “We simply have the 
utmost faith that Senators Prox- 
mire, Kennedy, Fullbright and all 
those other fair-minded boys in 
Washington will rush to our aid in 
our times of water need.” 
“Can’t you just see it—but don’t 
try holding your breath,” he added. 
“It’d be more sensible to start 
practicing doing without water.”
